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Holland St. proposal 
‘worthwhile/ councillor says

A public meeting under the Planning 
Act, on Sept 20, saw two identical propos¬ 
als brought forward for the properties at 
240 and 210 Holland St W. 

The .33-acre property at 240 Holland 
St. W. is owned by Ed Gres; the .44 acres 
at 210 Holland St. W. by Margaret and 
LadislavDudo. Both owners have applied 
for site plan approval and a zoning bylaw 
amendment to permit construction of a 
four-storey, 20-unit condominium apart¬ 
ment on each property, designed by the 
same architect. The buildings would have 
some commercial space on the ground 
floor. 

An official plan amendment is not 
required, the meeting was told. The land 
at 240 Holland is designated Residential 
and already permits mixed use, with retail 
and office space below and residential 



above. The property at 210 Holland is des¬ 
ignated core commercial, which also per¬ 
mits mixed use "provided adequate park¬ 
ing is provided.” 

A zoning bylaw amendment was 
requested, to rezone both properties to 
core commercial-exception, permitting 
both commercial and residential uses — 
in this case, barrier-free, accessible apart¬ 
ments — on the ground floor. 

Senior planner Leigh Ann Penner 
noted the larger property at 210 Holland 
can meet the required 43 parking spaces, 
including 30 underground, but the prop¬ 
erty at 240 Holland has room for only 28 
parking spaces. 

There was another issue: Each property 
is currently occupied by a detached home; 
the house at 240 Holland was built in the 
1960s, but the home at 210 Holland was 
built in 1895 and is listed on the heritage 
registry. 

Circulation to town departments, com¬ 
mittees and the Lake Simcoe Region Con¬ 
servation Authority identified other con¬ 
cerns, including servicing, fire access 
routes and impact on source water protec¬ 
tion, but the only comment from the pub¬ 
lic was positive. 

“Places to Grow (the province’s growth 
plan) speaks precisely to this type of inten¬ 
sification,” said Mikki Nanowski, noting 
the buildings will be within walking dis- 

— including public transit — are already 
in place. The proposed 40 new condomin¬ 
ium units could help create a “signature 
node site and a stunning gateway to the 
downtown, she said. 

Council was also supportive. Coun. 
Gary Lamb noted parking space require¬ 


ments for condos in other locations, 
including Toronto and North York, are 
much less than in Bradford. “It appears 
we have the highest requirements” of 1.5 
spaces per unit, plus .25 spaces per unit 
for visitor parking, he said; other munic- 

required per unit. 

“I really don't have an issue with 
relaxing the parking," Lamb said, urg¬ 
ing the Town to look at the stand- 

can get this type of development.” 
Coun. Gary Baynes noted the proposed 
apartments are in an area that already 
houses a commercial plaza and the 
Quaker Hill co-op building. “It fits the 
streetscape," he said. “It will be a wel¬ 
come addition to the downtown core.” 
“They’ve been working on this for six years 
... They’re investing their own money to 
develop this,” said Coun. Peter Dykie Jr. “I 
feel it's a very worthwhile project" 

But Coun. Peter Ferragine, while "very 
happy to see projects like this coming for¬ 
ward,” expressed concern about the short¬ 
fall of 15 parking spaces at 240 Holland, 
especially since "there's a lot of horns the 
transit is not available.” 

Speaking for the Gres proposal, con¬ 
sultant Justin Klimkait pointed out under¬ 
ground parking spaces are traditionally 

be geared toward “people who would 
be using the downtown core,” including 
seniors. He noted 50% of the units would 
be bachelor and one-bedroom, which 
require less parking. 

The application was referred back to 
staff for review and a future recommenda¬ 
tion to council.

I was surprised and caught 
off-guard in Bradford West 
Gwillimbury council on Tuesday 
night, when Mayor Rob Keffer 
and council presented me with a 
certificate of acknowledgement, 
recognizing my 25 years with the 
Bradford Times. 

When the newspaper was 
launched in October of 1991,1 
was co-editor with Donna Purkis, 
former owner of the Bradford 
Gazette. At the time, stories were 
printed out in columns, put 
through a waxer, cut and pasted 
onto a cardboard "flat” and then 
taken to press, to be transformed 
into photographic plates. Photos 
were similarly processed into 
grey-scale images, cut and pasted 
in place. The paper was basically 
black and white, except for “spot” 
colour in some of the ads, and 
frankly, looked pretty amateurish. 

It was the first year of the 
amalgamation of Bradford and 
West Gwillimbury. The first issue 
of the Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Times on Oct. 16 coincided 
with the first municipal election 
campaign since amalgamation. 

It was the first time candidates 
would be running in wards, and a 
record number — 35 — signed up 
to run for nine council seats. 

Bradford basically ended at 
Melbourne Drive. The population 


was about 17,000, in the 
combined municipality — about 
13,000 in Bradford alone. The 
Bradford and District Memorial 
Community Centre, built in 
1956, was the town’s only arena. 
Popular restaurants included 
Food Haven and the Chat 'n 
Chew. 

Times have changed. 

Bradford West Gwillimbury has 
experienced strong, planned 
growth and now stands at a 
population of 35,000, served 
by the Bob Fallis Sports Centre, 
BWG Leisure Centre with its 
pools and two rinks, and a 
world-class library and cultural 
centre. The commercial core 
stretches from the GO Train 
station to 10 Sideroad. A series 
of trails and parks run through 
the municipality, offering other 
recreational options. And our 
newspaper is entirely digital, 
filled with colour, and with a 
strong web presence. 

What has remained the same, 
through all of the years, is the 
sense of community. BWG is 
a community of volunteers, 
of involved parents, of 
multiculturalism, co-operation, 
achievement and caring. It’s 
been a pleasure and a privilege to 
report on its activities, issues and 
people through the past two-and- 
a-half decades.

ping hazards, grab bars and 
non-slip features in bath¬ 
rooms, and checking smoke 
detectors and CO alarms. 

"It's engaging. We're work¬ 
ing together with commu¬ 
nity partners,” said Special 
Const. Elisabeth Aschwan- 

The response from seniors 
has been positive, she said. 
“The stories we're hearing 
from people — I’m loving 

So far, about 16 appoint¬ 
ments have been made for 
the joint audits, said Gaynor 
McCredie, HAMP supervi¬ 
sor. CHATS is able to help 
by providing lawn mainte- 

ing, making modifications 
to steps, handrails and bath¬ 
rooms to reduce the risk of 
falls, installing night lights, 

Rotary Club, and testing and 
replacing smoke detectors 
and CO monitors through a 
partnership with Bradford 
West Gwillimbury Fire and 
Emergency Services. 

There is funding for the 
pilot project, McCredie 
said, but there may be some 
"fixes” that are not cov¬ 


ered, such as smoke detec¬ 
tors, security latches on 
windows, and deadbolts. 
CHATS is hoping to raise 
money to cover any shortfall 
and is looking for support 
from the Town of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury and other 
sponsors. 

Most of the solutions that 
improve safety are relatively 
low-cost and “easy fixes,” 
said Aschwanden. At one 
home, overgrown shrubbery 
obscured the entry, provid¬ 
ing cover for thieves. 

"It didn’t look lived-in. We 
want a house to look lived- 
in,” she said, noting simply 
cutting a few branches could 
improve both sight lines and 
security. 

As part of the audit, police 
circle the exterior of the 
home, checking for vulner¬ 
abilities and looking to see 
garage doors and windows 
are locked. 

“We try and see if we can 
break into your home. We 
try every door,” Aschwan¬ 
den explained, adding they 
also identify shrubbery that 
could provide cover for bur¬ 
glars, and the presence or 
absence of lighting. 

“The house is your sanctu¬ 


ary," she said, and making it 
secure is an important part 
of being safe at home. 

Client Beverly had praise 
for CHATS and the Safety 
Starts at Home program. She 
was introduced to CHATS’ 
programs while her hus¬ 
band was still alive. 

“He had cancer. They did 
everything for him,” she 

That included replacing a 
set of steps to the backyard, 
keeping the grass cut and 
the snow plowed. Since her 
husband’s death in 2012, 
Beverly has worried about 
security; having CHATS and 
police check her home pro¬ 
vided peace of mind. 

"I like to feel safe,” she 

“Part of the South Simcoe 
Police strategic plan is more 
contact with seniors,” said 
Sgt. Lewis Da Silva. 

Outreach has included 
a Senior Citizens' Police 
Academy in both Bradford 
West Gwillimbury and Inn- 
isfil, providing information 
on crime prevention and an 
inside look at policing. The 
Safety Starts at Home pro¬ 
gram is an extension of that 
outreach, although it is cur-

The sound of the 
shofar in Bradford

In the Jewish religion, the 
shofar—a musical instrument 
made from a ram’s hom — is 
sounded at times of celebra¬ 
tion, including Rosh Hashanah, 
the Jewish New Year 

On Sept 27, Bradford’s Jew¬ 
ish community prepared 
for Rosh Hashanah by mak¬ 
ing shofars to take home at a 
hands-on Shofar Factory work¬ 
shop led by Rabbi Yonah. 

The rabbi brought a selec¬ 
tion of goat horns and dem¬ 
onstrated the process of mak¬ 
ing the Shofar — removing 
the bone to leave only a hol¬ 
low hom, cutting and drilling 
to create a mouthpiece, sand¬ 
ing and polishing to finish the 
shofar. Then families were 
invited to make their own. 

This year, the Jewish High 
Holidays — Rosh Hashanah 
on Oct. 3 and Yom Kippur, the 
Day of Atonement, on Oct 12 
— will be celebrated in Brad¬ 
ford. Yom Kippur services will 
take place in the Zima Room at 
the BWG Public Library, with 
Kol Nidrey at 6:20 p.m. on Oct 
11 and services at 10 a.m and 
12:30 p.m on Oct 12. There is
